different object, put me in poſſeſſion 
of the extraordinary powers of the

EXPERIMENT I. 


ON the 26th of July, 1784, a large ſtrong 
calf, about four months old, weighing 
near twenty-two ſtone, was properly fixed 
for the operation; when, after removing 
the integuments on the infide of the ani- 
mal's thigh, I laid the femoral artery bare, 
in the preſence of Mr. Farmer, a reſpecta- 
ble medical practitioner, Mr. Ruſpini, and 
ſome other gentlemen, whoſe curioſity was 


B cxcited, 
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excited, by the character given of the Styp- 
tic, to ſee a proof of its effects. The gen- 
tlemen all felt the pulſation of the veſſel, 
which was full and flow. — I then made an 
inciſion quite through the artery down to 
the bone, when the blood flew rapidly out 
of the wound. On a picce of lint, dipped 
in the Styptic-water, being applied, and held 
on the mouth of the veilel about two mi- 
nutes, the hemorrhage ſtopped ; but, ap- 
pearing ſoon after to ooze from under the 
lint, a freſh doſſil, moiſtened as the former, 
was laid upon it without preſſure, and all 
appearance of bleeding directly ceaſed. — 
A ſlight bandage, far from being tight, 
was then rolled over the wound ; and the 
animal, having ſtruggled conſiderably, was 


left tied down on the table. 


Three hours after, we returned toexamine 


the wound. The calf had, in our abſence, 


got 


„ 
got his legs looſe, and had torn off the ban- 
dage; no kind of hæmorrhage, however, 
had followed; and, on inſpecting the in- 
ciſion, the extremities of the femoral artery 
were cloſed, and a ſmall portion of coagu- 


lated blood lay round them. 


A pledget of dry lint was then tied on 
the wound with a piece of liſt, but not ſo 
tight as to compreſs the veſſel; the creature 
was then ſuffered to walk about the ſlaugh- 


ter-houſe yard, and we left him. 


The next day I heard, that, ſoon after we 
went from the houſe, the creature had got 
off the dreſſing, but no blood iſſued. — On 
inſpecting the wound this day, a very ſmall 
quantity of a thin ichor was perceived in 
the cavity, The day after, the calf ſeemed 
perfectly eaſy, and the wound appeared in 
a healthy ſtate. Being ſatisficd with the

ſucceſs of this experiment, I ſaw the ani- 
mal no more.

EXPERIMENT II. 


ON the 29th of October, Mr Farmer 
and myſelf, with Mr. Wellbank, a young 
gentleman, pupil to Mr. Sheldon, the in- 
genious lecturer on anatomy, opened the 
femoral artery of a ſtrong ſpaniel, about 
twelve months old. The Styptic was di- 
rectly applied, and only preſſed on the ori- 
fice of the veſlel for about thirty ſeconds, 
when the bleeding entirely ſtopped, A 
{mall roller was wound round the limb, but 
not ſo tipht as to compreſs the artery. A 
gocd digeſtion ſucceeded, and the dog was 
perfectly well in a few days.

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EXPERIMENT III. 


ON the 1oth of November, we laid 
bare the femoral artery of a ſtrong hog, 
about fourteen months old, and divided it 
with a biſtory. A pledget of lint, dipped 
in the Styptic, was laid on the wound; 


and, the animal ſtruggling frequently, the 
hemorrhage did not ſtop till near three mi- 


nutes. The thigh of the creature was 
bound up with a roller, as mentioned in 
the laſt caſe ; but, when he was turned in- 
to a ſtable, where ſome ſtraw was ſpread 
for him to lie on, he in a few minutes rub- 
bed off the bandage; notwithſtanding 
which, no blood followed. The wound 
cicatrized in a few days, and the animal 


continued well for ſeveral months after.

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EXPERIMENT IV. 


ON the 19th of November, 1784, the 
above-mentioned gentlemen having, with 
other aſſiſtance, ſecured a ſtrong old geld- 
ing, which from an accident had been de- 
voted to the hounds, after expoſing the 
crural artery, which beat diſtinctly fifty- 
two ftrokes in the minute, I made an inci- 
ſion quite through the veſſel down to the 
femur, when a large ſtream of blood iſ- 
ſued; and, on the lint dipped in the Styptic 
being applied as uſual, and kept on for 
about a minute by Mr. Wellbank with his 
finger, on taking it from the pledget, the 
hzmorrhage appeared to be entirely re- 
ſtrained, and no fluid iſſued for upwards 
of nine minutes from the wound, when 
the animal, making a very violent effort, 


broke the ligatures by which he was faſten- 
1 ed,

ed, and the blood ſtarted out very profuſely. 
It was with great difficulty the horſe was 
caught by the attendants; and, on the 
Styptic's being applied again, the blood 
ſtopped as beſore; but in a few ſeconds he 
appearcd agitated to a great degree, and, 
by ſome forcible ſtruggles, broke the liga- 
tures a ſecond time, and threw off the lint. 
An indiſpenſible engagement prevented us, 
at that period, from making any farther trials; 
and the owner of the animal a ſhort time 
after ordered kim to be knocked onthe head.

A T the defire of Meſſrs. Hammond, I 


have the pleaſure to inform you, that a trial 
of 
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of your Styptic has been made this evening, 


with very great ſucceſs, in the preſence of 


thoſe who have ſubſcribed their names hereto. 


The operation was performed, by Mr. 
William Hammond, on a very fine healthy 
calf, weighing above twenty ſtone, and which 
had been bled only once, about a fortnight 
ago. The leg was taken off juſt above the 
hock, and the Styptic applied immedaately. 
In the time between the operation and appli- 
cation of the Styptic, the blood, that ap- 
peared to have come from the calf, ſeemed 
to be about four ounces. 'The calf, making 
a ſudden effort tore off the dreſſing, and it 
bled afreſh with much violence. On the 
ſecond application of the Styptic, the blood 
was as ſoon ſtopped as before; and, in about 


thirty-five minutes, the drefſing was taken 
off, and not the leaſt ſign of bleeding was 


obſerved. The opening of the large artery

we ſaw, with a magnifying-glaſs, was quite 
obliterated, and no ſigus of inflammation 
appeared. At the time the dreſſing was re- 
moved, the pulſation of the artery evidently 
appeared very ſtrong; and, notwithſtanding 
all the ſtruggling of the calf when it was 
killed, there was no appearance of bleeding 
from the diſſected part. All here unite in 
beſt compliments to you, and with that you 
had been preſent to ſee the effects of this 
Styptic, which we hope may be of as much 
ſervice to mankind as the trial made of it 
ſeems to promiſe,

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The following is the reſult of the trials made

DEAR SIR, 

MANKIND is ſo much intereſted in the 
diſcovery of a ſtyptic which may preclude 
the neceſſity of the ligature, and the art of 
ſurgery would receive ſo eſſential an im- 
provement from it, that it was with the 
utmoſt readineſs I complied with your re- 
queſt, in making ſome experiments with 
an application of this kind, the utility of 
which, in ſtopping hæmorrhages, had been 
previoully teſtified to me from very reſpec- 
table authority. You very candidly reſol- 
ved not to make any thing public, reſpect- 
ing this matter, till various trials, made in 
different ways, by different perſons, and in 


places 


(. 19 155 
places diſtant from each other, had all con- 
curred in aſcertaining the ſtyptic property 
of your liquid. Among the reſt, I beg 
leave to preſent you with the reſult of thoſe 
experiments which I made for the purpoſe 


of trying its effect. 


The firſt experiment was inſtituted in the 
preſence of Mr. Glover, Mr. Farmer, Mr. 
Boys, yourſelf, and ſeveral other gentle- 
men, upon a large ſtrong calf, about two 
months old. I made an inciſion on the in- 
ſide of the thigh, high up towards the groin, 
and carefully diſſected down to the femoral 
artery, which! opened. The hæmorrhage 
was profuſe; and a piece of lint, well im- 
brued in the liquid, was applied to the ar- 
tery, and kept there for a few minutes with 
the finger; in the mean while, the liquid 


was applied to ſeveral o“ the collateral 


branches, which bled very freely. In a 
C2 ſhort 
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ſhort time the finger was removed ; not- 


withſtanding which, no blood appeared to 


iſſue, either from the trunk or the collateral 


branches. The calf ſoon after began to 
ſtruggle violently ; in conſequence of which, 
the blood flowed again from the trunk, but 
not ſo full a ſtream as before. A repeated 
application of the liquid appeared evidently 
to reſtrain this freſh bleeding almoſt inſtant- 
ly; and, when the ſtruggles were renewed, 
and the hemorrhages with them, the li- 
quid was often tried with the ſame ſucceſs. 
We ſtaid obſerving the calf full half an 
hour before the hæmorrhages were entirely 
ſtopped ; the calf was then let looſe, and 
left to itſelf, the wound having been pre- 
viouſly covered with lint wet with the li- 
quid, and ſlightly bound on the part. The 
fame evening the calf was perfectly well, 
little or no ? y morrhages having taken 


place 3 
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place; and the next morning, though the 
calf had walked about the room, yet he 


was in full health and vigour ; the ſurface 


of the wound, though uncovered, ſhewed 
no ſigns of blood. It was thought unne- 


ceſſary to keep the calf alive any longer. 


In our next experiment, we reſolved to 
proceed in a different manner, and to am- 
putate the limb completely. This was done 
by dividing the crural artery above the knee- 
joint, and by taking the limb off at the 
joint, in order to make a wound of a larger 
ſurface, that might furaiſh as fair a trial as 
poſſible for the Styptie: the calf was about 


a fortnight younger than the former. 


The limb being removed, the Styptic 
was applied as before, and kept on the ar- 
tery with the finger for a ſhort time. The 
experiment ſeemed to ſucceed more ſpeedily 
in this inſtance than in the former ; for, 

although

although the lint and Styptic were not re- 


tained by any kind of bandage, yet the hæ- 
morrhage was ſooner ſtopped, and the ani- 
mal ſooner left to itſelf. This calf was 
kept alive till the fourth day, during all 
which time no hemorrhage intervened ; and, 


when the animal was killed, the wound was 


in a fair ſtate of ſuppuration. 


Still, ir, I expreſſed my doubts to you, 
that theſe experiments, however ſatisfacto- 


ry they might appear, would not be deemed 


concluſive. 


I urged, that the contractile force of the 
arteries in quadrupeds might poſſibly be 
greater than in the human ſpecies; and 1 
was the more inclined to this opinion, from 
having obſerved, that many experiments 
had been ſucceſsfully made with ſtyptics 
upon quadrupeds, which, when repeated 


upon man, had notoriouſly failed. Upon 
this 


( 23 ) 
this principle 1t might be argued, that the 
ſame effect would have taken place whether 
the Styptic had been uſed or not, that the 
hemorrhage would equally have been re- 
ſtrained, and that the animals would equally 
have lived. In order to confirm or invali- 
date this objection, and to aſcertain whether 
the liquid had really any power of ſtopping 
hemorrhages or not, I propoſed that the am- 
putation ſhould be performed, in the ſame 
manner, upon another calf, nearly of the 
ſame age, and that we ſhould try what the 
event would be when none of the liquid 
was uſed. This you readily aſſented to, 


and it was accordingly done. After the 


operation, I kept ſome dry lint preſſed upon 


the bleeding veſſels, for a longer time even 


than I had kept the Styptic in the former 


inſtances. The hæmorrhage ſometimes 


1ppeared to be checked, but never ſtopped, 


as

as in the other trials with the liquid, and 


returned with as much violence as ever. 
The calf died in about an hour and a half 
after the operation, 

From the ſtriking difference in the event, 
we cannot but draw the ſtrongeſt conclu- 
fions in favour of the Styptic. At any 
rate, it muſt be acknowledged that the pow- 
ersof it, inreſtraining hemorrhages, arevery 
great, ſuch as we know not, in any other 
Styptic, and ſuch as make it a very valuable 
acquiſition to ſurgery. But I meant not to 
expatiate upon the utility and importance of 
the liquid; I only meant to give you a plain 
account of facts, of which you may make 
what uſe you think proper.

THE very great and uniform ſucceſs, 
which has attended the various experiments 
we have made with your Styptic-water, has, 
in my opinion, reduced the efficiency of 
its reſtrigent properties, on the arterial 
blood of animals, to a certainty. 


Conſidering myſelf intereſted for a diſ- 
covery of ſuch an immenſe utility, not on- 
ly as a profeſſional man in particular, but 
as an individual deſirous of promoting the 
good and happineſs of ſociety at large, I 
think it abſolutely incumbent on me to give 
you my teſtimony, in order to promulgate 
as much as poſſible the good effects of 
which I have been a material witneſs.

Much has been ſaid heretofore of the 
power of medicines to ſtop blood; but the 
inefficacy of ſome, and the corroſive quality 
of others, have ever precluded the uſe of 
them. Your Styptic, by obviating both 
the objections, bids fair to become of gene- 
ral benefit to mankind, In bleeding I al- 
ways made uſe of it; and have regularly 
found, by applying a little lint imbrued in 
the water, and held on the wound for a

Convinced, by the obſervations I had 


made in a preceding caſe, of the mildneſs of 


the liquid, and its virtues as an antiphlo- 
giſtie, I did not ſee the animal till the fourth 
day after the operation, when I took with 
me a medical friend to ſhew him the wound 


to which your Styptic had been applied. 


J was then informed, by the man who 
had opened the calf, of ſomething unuſual 
in its inſide. 1 examined the parts, and 
found the liver had adhered to the abdomi- 
nal muſcles in its concave part, and in a

large ſebacious gland was an encyſted tu- 
mor filled with a greeniſh pus, and the 


ſmall inteſtines were highly inflamed. 


From theſe appearances it follows, that 
the animal, at the time of the operation, muſt 
have been in a ſtate of inflammation ; and, 
of courſe, as the blood muſt have circula- 
ted with greater velocity than in the heal- 
thy animal, the power of the repellent 
proves itſelf in an equal proportion.

ſurprized at the apparently-powerful effects

I T is with pieaſure I can again affirm 
the power your medical water has in

its circulatory force may be, indeed, in every 
experiment I have made and ſcen, {and 
they have been many, ) ics ſucceſs has been 
uniform. From accurately mveſtigating 
its modus operand!, it does not appear to me, 
that there is any viſible contraction of the 
part to which it is applied, or that it at all 
acts, as molt known ftyptics do, by leflen- 
ing the diameter of a veſſel by their aſtrin- 
gency.

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where, during its cure, the only applica- 
tion was the water. 


A half-grown pig was confined on a ta- 
ble by proper bandages ; and, as the animal 
was intended to exhibit a living example of 
the power of the water, I took all poſſible 
care in performing the operation. The part 
fixed on was a hind leg, and as high up as 
the joint would give me leave: there, in 
the fleſhy ſubſtance of the thigh, the limb 
was cut off, 

The blood burſted out of the femoral ar- 
tery with amazing velocity; but, on im- 
mediately applying a pledget of lint dipped 
in the liquid, it was entirely reſtrained, 
and the pig, who ſtruggled before, was 
quiet and ſilent. I held it on the wound 
about three minutes; when the bandage 
that confined his head was looſened, and, 
by the careleſſneſs of the aſſiſtants, ſo

much, that he got off the table, and ran 


into the corner of the room. Of courſe 
the pledget fell off; when, inſtead of ſee- 
ing a torrent of blood flowing from the 


wound, I did not perceive one drop: in 
ſhort, it bled no more. No bandage or 
ointment whatever was applied, and in 


about three weeks the ſore was well.

DE ar SIR, | 

AS you are deſirous that J ſhould give 
you my opinion reſpecting your ſtyptic li- 
quid, with which I have made two experi- 
ments ſome ſhort time ſince, I tale this op- 
portunity of complying with your requeſt, 
and beg pardon for not doing it betore; but 
hope your goodneſs will excuſe it, as J 


have been of late very much engaged. 


SAP EE RIMEWN TT: 


A full-grown dog of a middle ſize being 
properly ſecured, I laid bare the trunk of 
the left carotid artery, ſeparating the veſſel 


from the eight pair of nerves and interco- 


rals.

rals. I next made a puncture in the main 
trunk of the artery, when the blood was 
ſeen to iſſue freely from the arterial trunk 
by ſeveral of the by-ſtanders, (who were 


moſt of them medical people.) I applied 
ſome of the ſtyptic liquor upon lint, by 
ſoaking the lint in a ſaucer filled with the 
ſtyptic fluid, and placed it upon the punc- 
ture in the artery; then applied other doſſils 
ſoaked in the fluid upon the firſt doſſil that 
was laid on the artery. The bleeding ap- 
peared to be ſtopped as ſoon as the ſtyptic 
liquor was applied. Dry lint was placed 
over theſe doſſils, and a bandage was rolled 
round the dog's neck, by which a moderate 
preſſure was made, ſufficient to retain the 
dreſſings. This animal never bled after the 
application of the ſtyptic liquor during the 
operation, nor during the courſe of the 
cure, and is now perfectly healed. 

This 
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This experiment was made at Mr, Ruſpi- 


ni's houſe, in Pall-mall, on Wedneſday, 
the 23d of March, in the preſence of Dr. 
Kennedy, Dr. Walſh, Mr. Tomkins, Mr. 
Ogle, Mr. Kennedy, Mr. Glover, Mr. 
Farmer, Mr. Juſtamond, Mr. Boys, Mr. John 
Welbank, ſurgeons ; William Addington, 
Eſq. and ſeveral other gentlemen diſtin- 
guiſhed by their rank and abilities. 


EXPERIMENT II. 
Made 24th March, 1785. 

In another dog, full grown, but not quite 
ſo large as the former, the left carotid trunk 
was opened by a lancet, as in the preceding 
experiment, except that the puncture was 
rather larger, and the blood iſſued with 
great impetuoſity. The hemorrhage was 
ſtopped almoſt immediately by the appli- 
cation of the ſtyptic liquor, and the dreſſings 
which were made uſe of were the ſame as in 

the 
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the former experiment, The dog did not 
bleed till five days after the operation; and 
this hemorrhage was owing to his ſcratch- 
ing the wound with his paws, by which 
means he loſt a great quantity of blood be- 
fore it was perceived. The dog died the 
day after he had produced the bleeding by 
irritating the wound. It was however ob- 
ſerved, that the ſecond bleeding was ſtop- 
ped as ſoon as the Styptic was applied; and 
there is no doubt but that the dog periſhed 
in conſequence of the great quantity of 
blood loſt in the ſecond hæmorrhage. The 
ſame gentlemen before- mentioned were pre- 
ſent at the ſecond experiment, with Mr. 
Birch, ſurgeon to St. Thomas's Hoſpital. 
I am therefore of opinion, that this liquor 
is a powerful ſtyptic, and may be of con- 
ſiderable utility in ſtopping hæmorrages 
upon ſurfaces, or in caſes of ſurgery where 


F we 
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we cannot get at the arteries to tie them; 
as, for example, in lithotomy, in the ope- 
ration for the fſtula in ano, and in many 


other occaſions.

DAR SIR, 

IN addition to the account I have alrea- 
dy ſent you, of the ſeveral experiments I 
have made with your Styptic on the large 
arteries of quadrupeds, I now communi- 
cate what I have obſerved of its effects 
upon the human body. The opportunities, 
that have occurred of trying it, have been 
only two: the firſt was in the temporal ar- 
tery, juſt above the ear, which I was obli- 
ged to divide in removing a portion of the 
ſcalp previous to the application of the 
trefine for a fracture of the ſcull. The ar- 
tery in this patient was very large, and the 
ſtream of blood iſſuing from it very rapid, 


and of conſiderable diameter, inſomuch that 


thought it a fair opportunity of trying 
the effect of the Styptic, ſome of which 1 
3 had 
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had in the hoſpital. I dipped a ſmall por- 


tion of lint in it, and applying it to the di- 
vided artery, directed the houſe-ſurgeon to 
hold it on ſlightly with his finger, while I 
proceeded with the operation. In a very 
few minutes he removed his finger, and the 


hemorrhage was completely ſtopped ; nor 
did it return during the reſt of the opera- 


tion, which laſted ſome time, on account 
of the neceſſity there was of making perfo- 


rations in the cranium. 


It may, perhaps, be obſerved, that the 
arteries of the ſcalp uſually ſtop of them- 
ſelves, or upon the application of dry lint 
with a flight preſſure. This 1s true in ge- 
neral ; but ſtill every one knows, that, in 
removing the ſcalp previous to the perfo- 
ration of the ſcull, the ſize of the artery 


is ſo various in different perſons, that we 
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are ſometimes obliged to ſecure them with 


the needle before we can proceed in our 
operation. As far as I can judge, the ar- 
tery, in this inſtance, appeared to be one of 
that ſize which it would have been neceſſary 
to tie, if your Styptic had not been uſed. 
Beſides, the effect was ſo ſpeedy, in this 
inſtance, in ſtopping a conſiderable ſtream 
of blood, that I could not but attribute it 
to the power of the liquid ; for it appeared 
to me, that no ſuch effect could have been 
brought about in ſo ſhort a ſpace, either 


by the natural contraction of the artery, 
or by preſſure, unleſs it had been conti- 


nued for a longer time. 


The next inſtance I tried it in was, in 
an amputation, below the knee, of the leg 
of a ſtrong muſcular man, at the Weſt- 
minſter-hoſpital, in the preſence of a great 

number 
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number of perſons. After the removal of 
the leg, I applied doſſils of lint, dipped in 
the liquid, to the large arteries, which bled 
very freely. 1 held them on for the ſpace 
of five or ſix minutes, after which I began 
gradually and carefully to ſoften the tour- 
niquet. The hemorrhage appeared evi- 
dently to be reſtrained, though not entire- 
ly ſtopped ; for the blood, which ſeemed to 
collect from various ſmall veſſels of the 
ſtump, only fell down in drops, and thoſe 
not very frequent, from the moſt depending 
part. When the tourniquet was quite 
looſe, theſe drops, for a time, did not fall 
faſter or thicker, but ſeemed, indeed, to 
be leſs frequent ; fo that we had ſome ex- 
pectation of being able to truſt entirely to 
the application. But, after waiting ſome 
time, as this dropping ſtill remained, and 
the man had had a previous mortification in 


the 
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the limb, and was therefore unable to bear 
even a ſmall accidental loſs of blood ſo well 
as a patient under other circumſtances 
might have done, I thought it prudent not 
to riſque the matter, but removed the doſ- 
ſils, and ſo tied up the veſſels. Upon ta- 
king away the doſſils, it was a circum- 
ſtance proper to be remarked, that one of 
the large branches, the anterior tibial arte- 
ry, appeared perfectly cloſed ; and, though 
excited to bleed, by moving the end of it 
to and fro with the finger, yet it did not 
vield any blood.

THE Styptic which you ſent me is a 
moſt valuable addition to the Materia Me- 
dica, Mr. Glover and I tried it, in an 
hemoptoe, on Mr. Park, of Garlick-Hill, 
who received immediate relief from it. Had 
the blood, which he continually brought 
up from his lungs, proceeded merely from 
a ruptured veſſel, I firmly believe your 
Styptic would have proved ſufficient ; but, 
as there were ſymptoms of an abſcels, 
attended with a troubleſome cough, it 
became neceſſary to apply other means to 
remove thoſe ſymptoms, which occaſioned 
frequent returns of the bleeding. 


From the obſervations I have made on 


the effects of the Styptic, in various caſes,

I apprehend that, where it may be brought 


into contact with a wounded or ruptured 
veſſel, it will ſtop the bleeding inſtanta- 
neouſly. In caſes, where it can by convey- 
ed by abſorption to the affected part, it will 
alſo have an almoſt immediate effect. 


I was defired to viſit a patient of Meſ- 
ſieurs Savage and Taylor, a few weeks ago, 
ſeized with a moſt obſtinate hæmorrhage 
of thenoſe, 'The unfortunate man had loſt 
near four quarts of blood, and continued 
bleeding at ſuch a rate, that a few hours 
muſt have put an end to his exiſtence, 
Every method had been tried in vain. I 
directed Mr. Taylor to apply your Styptic, 
and make the patient ſnuff ſome of it up 
his noſtrils. It ſtopt the bleeding in an 
inſtant, without any return ſince.

A few days ago it was tried in a caſe, 
where the maſs of blood was ſo diſſolved 
and broken, that the whole body was co- 
vered with large purple ſpots, 


The blood which ſtreamed out of one of 
the patient's noſtrils was of a blackiſh red 
colour, like the waſhings of putrid fleſh, 


too thin to form a coz, ulum. 


The man, who was the happy object of 
the trial, ſnuffed ſome of the Styptic up the 
affected noſtril; it ſtopped the hæmorrhage, 
prolonged his life for a ſhort time, and, if 
the blood had not been in ſuch a dreadful 
ſtate, might have ſaved a very valuable life. 


Give me leave to conclude this letter with 
my ſincere thanks for the phial you were ſo 
kind as to give me for my own uſe, and with 
obſerving that no family ought to be without 
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ſo valuable a medicine, in order to have it 
ready at hand againſt various accidents, 
which might prove fatal for want of imme- 


diate aſſiſtance. 


It is perfectly ſafe as an internal medicine, 
and therefore, in all caſes, where, from any 
fall, bruiſes, contuſion, or any unknown 
cauſe, blood is brought up by ſpitting or 
vomiting, a few tea- ſpoonfuls, taken every 
two, three, or four, hours, will certainly 
prove effectual. Bloody ſtools might be re- 


lieved by mixing it with clyſters. 


All theſe applications ſnould be made under 
the direction of medical practitioners, for 


fear of imprudently ſtopping ſome critical 


evacuations.

DEAR SIR, 


1 Have ſcen repeatedly the effects of your 
Styptic upon the diviſion of different arteries 
in quadrupeds, and all experiments have thus 
far ſucceeded ; and I am of opinion, from 
accurate obſervations, the contractive power 
ſeems nearly equal in the animal and human 
ſpecies; therefore have tried it in the follow- 
ing caſes, which are the only ones out of many 
worthy your attention. The firlt is a poor 
man at an alchouſe having given ſome pro- 


vocation to a girl who drew beer there, and 


having an empty porter- pot in her hand, in- 


ſtantly ſtruck him on the ſide of the head, 
which divided the temporal artery juſt above 
the ear. The man who came for me ſaid 


he was bleeding violently, of courſe took 
ſome 


( 54 ) 
ſome of the liquid ſtyptic, which, after re- 


moving ſuch applications the people of the 
houſe had procured, all which ſeemed to have 
no affect, I cleared every thing away, and 
ſpunged the wound clean; then applied the 
Styptic, imbrued with doſſils of lint, and in 
four minutes the bleeding ceaſed. I applied 
ſome dreſſings, and confined the whole in 
with a bandage, and it never bled afterwards. 
It may be neceſſary to mention, the quantity 
of blood loſt previous to my attendance was 
at leaſta quart. The wound ſeemed to heal 
perfectly ſound, as with any other vulnerary. 
Another caſe that occurred, which Iwill give 
you a recital of, is of an uterine hæmorrhage, 
which had continued upon a poor woman 
for five months, who had tried a number 
of remedies without effect. The diſcharge, 
at times, was ſo great, that ſhe fainted ſe- 


veral times a day ; having tried bark and 
other 


1 
other medicines of the ſtyptic, and cold bath, 
&c. ventured upon twenty drops of your 
Styptic internally. Not knowing at that 
time it had been thus taken, ſhe ſeemed to 
ſay ſhe found no inconvenience from it, 
therefore ſhe took the above quantity, every 
four hours, in red-roſe tea ; the hemorrhage 
ceaſed, and in fix or ſeven days ſhe recovered. 


If any more of theſe caſes occur, I ſhall 
think it my duty to inform you of the event, 
let it prove for or againſt, as no medicine 


has yet been found infallible. This has thus 
far claimed ſome merit, and hope, by pur- 
ſuing it with attention, it may be worthy 


of greater praiſe amongſt the ſtudents of

DEAR SIR, 


IN the converſations we have had to- 
gether, on the ſubject of your Styptic, you 
have often mentioned that many perſons 
have objected to it on the ground of it's 
doing nothing more than many other ſtyp- 
tics which the faculty are in poſſeſſion of, 
and conſequently there was no reaſon for 
giving it any preference. At the ſame time 
you have frequently urged me to give you 
my opinion of this in writing, which I do 
with great readineſs, from the obſervations, 
which the frequent trials I have made with 
it myſelf, and thoſe which I have ſeen made 
by others, have ſuggeſted to me. 


In order to draw a compariſon between 
your Styptic and others, it will be neceſſary 


to 


„ | 
to inſtitute a ſhort inquiry into the nature 
and effects of the ſtyptics that are known 


and in common uſe. 


Moſt of the liquors, or tinctures, em- 
ployed for the purpoſe of ſtopping hæmor- 
rhages, are either abſolutely cauſtic, or 


poſſeſs a greater or leſs degree of pungency, 


which occaſions conſiderable pain in the 


application. The oil of turpentine, one of 
the moſt effectual, and, at the ſame time, 
not the moſt ſevere, is not exempt from 
this defect, of which I lately ſaw a remark- 
able inſtance. Having performed the ope- 
ration for a natural phymoſis, the patient, 
about two hours after I left him, was ſud- 
denly ſeized with a moſt violent hzmorrhage, 
of which their was no ſign at the time of 
the operation. Being gone about my bu- 
ſineſs, and at ſome diſtance from home, I 


could 


„ 
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could not get information of this accident till 
three or four hours after it happened. In 
the mean while, the hemorrhage having 
continued with great violence, ſo as to alarm 
the patient, and make him very faint, he 
was under the neceſſity of ſending for aſ- 
ſiſtance in the neighbourhood. A gentleman, 
who had been pupil to me, being called in, 
readily ſtopped the bleeding, by drefling the 
wound with lint dipped in oil of turpentine. 
When I called about three o'clock, my pa- 
tient (a young man who bore pain very well) 
complained of his having been in the moſt 
extreme agony and torture for three hours 
after the application ; ſaying, that he had 
{uffered infinitely more than from the ope- 
ration. This pain had only begun to ſubſide 


about half an hour before I came; and, 


when I dreſſed him, I was not in the leaſt 


ſurpriſed at it, for the {kin of the prepuce, 


1 | wherever 
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wherever this eſſential oil had touched it, 
was much inflamed and full of bliſters. The 
inference is clear; had your Styptic been 
uſed, I am convinced it would have reſtrained 
the bleeding as effectually; and the natural 
anguiſh of the wound, far from being in- 
creaſed, would rather have been relieved by it, 


as I have often happily experienced. 


The chief ſolid ſubſtances, recommended 
for ſtopping hæmorrhages, are, the agaric of 
the oak, dried ſponge, Faynard's powder, as it 
is called, and the Lycoperdon, or puff-ball, 


The two former are of the ſame nature, 
and; though more effectual than any of the 
known ſtyptics, except the cauſtic or actual 
cautery, yet I have found a very material 
inconvenience attending the uſe of them : 
this is, that they ſtick ſo firmly to the veſ- 


ſels, and for fo long a time, that they can- 


nor 


1 
not be removed without much pain, or 
without endangering a freſh hemorrhage. 
In one inſtance of an amputation at the 
metatarſus, where I had uſed the ſponge, 
I remember, that all the reſt of the wound 
was healed, except the ſpot where the ſponge 
lay : this alone obſtructed the healing for 
ſome time; and I was at length obliged to 
cut it off, little by little, with the utmoſt | 


caution. 


Faynard's powder, and the Lycoperdon, 
I have tried frequently, and am ſatisfied, 
although they have ſome aſtringent power, 
that their efficacy is not equal to that of 
your Styptic. 


Another objection, you tell me, made to 
your Styptic, 1s, that it cannot be truſted 
to, in the larger arteries, after amputation. 
But, the perſons, who raiſe this objection, 

1 ſhould 
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ſhould recollect, that we do not want it for 
this purpoſe. Let a ſtyptic be ever fo 
effectual, I ſhould ſcarce think a man juſ- 
tified in truſting to it in theſe inſtafices, 
unleſs he ſtaid himſelf with the patient, 
night and day, for three days after. So, 


when I tried it in an amputation, it was 


merely to obſerve and to give an account of 
it's effects; for I declared previouſly, what- 
ever the reſult might be, that I had deter- 
mined not to truſt it. Beſides, the preſent 
improved mode of amputating precludes 
us from uſing any application to the ſtump, 
if it can poſſibly be avoided. Farther, the 
large trunks of arteries in any amputation 
are never more than three; notwithſtanding 
which, it frequently happens, either from 
the ſtate of the patient's health, or of his 
blood, or from ſome other circumſtance, that 


we are under the neceſſity of repeating the 


ligature 
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ligature upon ſeveral of the collateral bran- 
ches; as would have been the caſe, in the 
inſtance 1 ſent you an account of lately, 
had I not uſed your Styptic. Now, a 
ſtyptic, which, after the large arteries are 
ſecured, prevents the painful repetition of 
the ligature upon the ſmaller branches, and 
ſtops the bleeding from them, without cau- 
ſing the leaſt pain, and without any ſub- 
ſequent inconvenience, is certainly a very 
valuable acquiſition to mankind as well as 


to our art. Such I take your Styptic to be. 


Moreover, there are caſes of hæmorrhage, 
where the ligature cannot be applied. Such 
vas a violent bleeding I once ſavy from the 
corpus cavernoſum penis, in conſequence 
of it's being corroded by a chancre. Neither 
oil of turpentine, nor any thing would do 


here, except the lunar cauſtic, which was 


not applied without much pain. From what 


1 
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I have ſeen of your Styptic, I am fully of 


opinion, that it would have anſwered the 


purpoſe in this caſe, 


In the operation of Lithotomy, and in 
that for the fiſtula in Ano, there are fre- 
quently large veſſels divided, which are not 
within reach of the ligature, and where the 
hemorrhage ſometimes proves fatal. A 
ſtyptic, which will ſtop this hemorrhage, 
without giving pain, or irritating the parts, 
which in theſe operations muſt be particu-

The following caſe occurred to me about 
two months ago: nothing but the hurry of 
buſineſs ſhould have prevented me from 


communicating it to you much ſooner. 


A poor woman living at Winchmore Hill, 
at the diſtance of about two miles, being 
adviſed to ſne me a very deep ulcer which 
ſhe had on the interior part of the left leg, 
came to Southgatefor that purpoſe in a cart; 
and, in ſtepping out of it, ſhe ruptured, in 
the center of the ulcer, a branch of the in- 
terior tibial artery, if not the trunk itſelf ; 
for the ſtream of blood was as large as any 
had ever ſeen in amputation.

AT different periods, for years paſt, I 
have been troubled with a bleeding at the 
noſe; a hæmorrhage from that part, always 
diſtreſſing, was the more ſo to me, as it 
generally came on when I ſat at table.

I KNOW not if any caſe ſimilar to the 
one I am about to relate has occurred to 
you or your friends where your ſtyptic wa- 
ter proved a remedy ; indeed, whatever your 
private opinion may be, I do not know that

JOHN GROVER, a tide-waiter, be- 
longing to the cuſtoms, applied for my 
advice,

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advice, concerning a tumour in his mouth. 
On examination, I found a large excreſ- 


cence, ariſing from the exterior gums of 
the left fide of the lower jaw: its baſe, 
comprehended the three middle dentes 
molares, but its body extended the length 
of the five, and it was three parts of an 
inch thick. It had been ten years arriving 
at this ſize, and during the laſt two, had, 


at times, been the ſource of very great 
diſtreſs. 


Extirpation was recommended, and at 
length agreed to. The tumor was care- 
fully, though with ſome difficulty, diſ- 
united from the gums; and proved of a 
very firm cartilaginous conſiſtence, inter- 
ſperſed with a boney ſubſtance. In the 


operation, the artery which nouriſhed the 
tumour was divided, and threw out its 


contents in a continued ſtream : I men- 
tioned this to my friend Dr. Buys, who 
happened to be with me, as a fair caſe to 


make 
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make trial of your Styptic in, and he co- 
incided in my opinion. The liquid was 
therefore applied according to the direc- 
tions, the bleeding immediately ſtopped, 


and the wound healed, without further 
aſſiſtance. 


STUBBS, a lad about fifteen 
years old, in corking a bottle improperly, 
broke it, and cut his hand. A violent 
and profuſe hæmorrhage enſued, which, 
by lint, flour, and tight bandage, was 
ſeveral times moderated, but never en- 
tirely ſtopped. At the expiration of 
three hours, the bleeding returned as vio- 
lently as at firſt : the dreſſings were then 
removed, and the lad declares, the blood 
flew upwards of a yard from him. I 


was now ſent for, and my aſſiſtant at- 
tended

tended in my abſence; he applied ſome 
lint, moiſtened with the Styptic, and the 
bleeding inſtantly ceaſed. 


The wound was inflicted on that part 
of the hand, where the thumb forms the 
joint with the bones of the wriſt, and the 
radial artery was wounded, about an inch 
below the ſpot where we examine the 
pulſe. It is uſual, I believe, for the ar- 
tery near this place, to give off only a 
branch to the abductor pollicis, but it 
often happens, (and it is ſo in a prepara- 
tion I have now before me) that inſtead 
merely of giving off a branch, it divides 
into two equal portions: from the quan- 
tity of blood that was loſt; the large 
ſtream it poured out in, and the length 
of time the bleeding continued, notwith- 
ſtanding the means that were uſed, I have 
little doubt but that this was one of thoſe 


caſes; however whether it was, or was 
not, the fact is clear, that an artery of 
| ſome

ſome conſiderable ſize was wounded, and 


that the bleeding was ſtopped by the 
Styptic, after compreſſion had been uſed 


in vain. 


WILLIAM LOWE, a hearty ſtrong 
young fellow about ſeventeen years of age, 
by a fall on board a ſhip, received two 
wounds on the head, which penetrated to 
the bone. Symptoms, indicating a com- 
preſſed ſtate of the brain ſoon came on; 
and when bleedings, purgatives, and ſu- 
dorifics, had in vain been had recourſe to, 


I was conſulted. There was no time to 
be loſt in applying the trephine, and a 
piece of the ſkull, was therefore inſtantly 
removed, One opening not being ſuffict- 
ent, it was neceſlary to enlarge the wound 
in the ſcalp, to make room for another : 
in doing of which, one artery in particu- 
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lar was divided, which it was neceſſary to 
ſecure immediately, as the patient was 
evidently much too low, to bear even a 
very trifling additional loſs of blood. I 
thought this a very unfair caſe to uſe the 
Styptic in, as there was no opportunity of 
confining it to the part even for a minute, 
and therefore intended to uſe the ligature, 
but as I wiſhed to obſerve the aſtringent 
effects of the liquid, independent of com- 
preſſion, I determined to make the trial, 
and if it did not ſucceed immediately, to 
take the artery up with the needle. A 
piece of lint well moiſtened with the 
Styptic was then laid on the part, and 
being retained about half a minute, the 

effuſion almoſt immediately ceaſed; nor 
did it return, although the lint was ſoon 
removed, and the part frequently and ſe- 


verely rubbed, by the violent exertions of 
the patient.

quarts of blood, and was ſtill vomiting 
up more. I immediately gave him two 
tea ſpoonfuls of your Styptic, which kept 
down about ten minutes, when he vo- 
mitted up ſome more blood (which was 
altered in colour to that of chocolate) 
with ſome coagula.

— DAVIS, aged about forty years, 
was ſeized on 'the 24 of March with a
